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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Bowman-Amuah (US 6,542,593). 

2. In regards to claims 1, 9, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, and 17, Bowman-Amuah discloses a 
method, computer-readable medium, and apparatus of automating the provisioning of 
network services for customer premises equipment of a subscriber in a next generation 
digital telecommunications network (col. 12-13 lines 60-17, col. 14-15 lines 49-1 1, and 
col. 52 lines 39-54), the method comprising the steps of: receiving a service request 
from a network service provider that specifies a service to be provided to the customer 
premises equipment (col. 9 lines 3-10 and col. 13-14 lines 58-2); retrieving a 
configuration template for a configuration appropriate for the customer premises 
equipment; allocating and reserving at least one resource associated with the customer 
premises equipment; generating configuration data for the customer premises 
equipment based on the configuration template and stored system configuration 
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information; delivering the configuration data over the network to the customer premises 
equipment to result in provisioning the customer premises equipment to provide the 
service (col. 13 lines 18-28, col. 12 lines 42-45, and col. 12-13 lines 60-17). 

3. In regards to claims 2, 4, 5, 18, and 20, Bowman-Amuah discloses the method 
and apparatus, wherein the customer premises equipment is an ADSL router, wherein 
the network is an asynchronous transfer mode (ATM) network, and wherein the step of 
generating configuration data includes the step of allocating and reserving an IP 
address and fully qualified domain name for each of a plurality of permanent virtual 
circuits associated with communications among the network and the router (col. 3 lines 
45, col. 13 lines 39-40, and col. 45 lines 43-59). 

4. In regards to claims 3 and 19, Bowman-Amuah discloses the method and 
apparatus, wherein the configuration service request comprises information uniquely 
identifying the customer premises equipment, information identifying one or more 
permanent virtual circuits assigned by the service provider to the customer premises 
equipment; and access control data (col. 24 lines 21-42 and col. 26 lines 4-15). 

5. In regards to claims 6, 10, and 16, Bowman-Amuah discloses a method and 
apparatus, wherein the step of generating configuration data includes the steps of: 
allocating and reserving one or more network addresses respectively associated with 
one or more communication channels between the network and the customer premises 
equipment by communicating with a dynamic host control protocol server (col. 4 lines 
27-38); allocating and reserving one or more fully qualified domain names respectively 
associated with one or more communication channels between the network and the 
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customer premises equipment by communicating with a domain name service server 
(col. 22 lines 33-43 and col. 50 lines 3-8). 

6. In regards to claims 7 and 8, Bowman-Amuah discloses a method, further 
comprising the steps of: creating and storing updated configuration data in response to 
receiving a request to update provisioning of the customer premises equipment; 
generating a request to a proxy element of a network access device to update the 
provisioning to the customer premises equipment (col. 46 lines 23-43). 



Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bowman-Amuah (US 6,556,659) teaches a service level 
management in a hybrid network architecture.
